Report  of  Superintendent  of 
Schools 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of   Kensington,    N.    H.: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Kensington  schools,  the  eighth  in  the  series. 

As  usual  the  report  consists  of  tables  and  statistics 
and  comments  on  the  condition  of  the  schools  as  they 
were  during  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1926,  of  a 
brief  survey  of  the  current  year,  and  of  a  few  suggestions 
for  the  future. 

Two  tables  numbered  VI  and  VII  have  this  year  been 
added  to  the  usual  list  so  that  you  may  gain  whatever 
is  possible  of  aid  and  incentive  from  a  comparison  of 
Kensington  with  other  similar  districts  in  this  Union. 
You  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  position  you  hold 
in  the  matter  of  length  of  school  year.  Only  a  few 
schools  in  the  State  lost  last  year  a  smaller  number  of 
school  days  than  Kensington.  The  teachers  come  within 
about  two  days  of  teaching  thirty-six  full  weeks.  The 
percent,  of  attendance,  however,  as  compared  to  that  of 
other  similar  districts  in  the  Union  is  only  a  fair  one. 
Table  VII  is  interesting  because  its  items  are  based  on 
expenditures  per  $1,000.00  of  equalized  valuation.  This 
item  is  $150,000  less  in  Kensington  than  in  any  other 
district  in  the  Union.  Table  I  gives  comparative  statis- 
tics on  all  the  common  phases  of  school  life  for  a  period 
of  eight  years,  while  Table  II  compares  our  schools  of 
last  year  with  each  other  on  the  same  items. 
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The  item  of  attendance  in  each  table  should  receive 
our  careful  attention  as  parents  and  good  citizens.  In 
my  report  of  1924  I  commented  unfavorably  on  our  aver- 
age of  87  as  compared  to  the  state  average  of  93.  The 
percent,  of  attendance  rose  the  following  year  to  92,  but 
last  year  it  dropped  back  to  91.  At  present  it  is  on  the 
rise  again.  I  write  this  that  we  all  may  be  encouraged 
to  make  this  the  best  year  we  have  known. 

A  great  improvement  in  the  physical  plant  was  made 
when  the  interior  of  the  West  School  house  was  painted 
last  summer.  The  old  and  worn  out  double  desks  were 
replaced  by  single  desks  bought  as  used  furniture  from  the 
school  district  of  Exeter  at  $1.00  each.  The  stove  was 
jacketed  and  placed  in  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  room. 
New  shades  were  placed  at  all  the  windows.  In  short, 
the  room  was  made  very  attractive.  The  new  shades 
provided  to  replace  the  blinds  in  the  East  School  house 
proved  to  be  most  useful. 

The  examinations  given  at  the  end  of  the  year  last 
year  showed  commendable  progress  in  actual  school 
work.  '  We  had  two  teachers  of  very  large  experience 
and  one  of  smaller  experience  but  who  had  fine  natural 
capacity  and  who  was  zealous  in  all  phases  of  her  work 
almost  to  a  fault.  Parents,  school  officials  and  pupils 
alike  were  sorry  that  Miss  Bartlett  and  Miss  Burbeck 
could  not  remain  another  year.  The  general  spirit  of 
the  schools  was  fine  and  the  year  on  the  whole  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  current  year  is  also,  to  this  point,  one  of  progress. 
The  new  and  inexperienced  teachers  show  marked  ap- 
titude for  the  profession  and  complete  devotion  to  their 
work,  while  Miss  Robie  continues  on  the  same  high  plane, 
with  a  vision  second  to  no  teacher  in  the  state,  using  fine 
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skill  in  handling  many  problems  which  would  upset  per- 
sons of  less  experience. 

The  work  of  the  summer  should,  in  my  opinion,  in- 
clude exterior  painting  of  the  West  School,  now  much  in 
need  of  such  treatment,  the  improvement  to  the  vaults 
of  the  North  School  for  which  money  is  already  approp- 
riated and  possibly  exterior  painting  for  the  East  School. 
At  the  earliest  moment  a  set  of  the  most  necessary  maps 
should  be  provided  for  each  school.  The  East  School 
has  only  one  map,  that  of  the  world,  much  too  large  to 
hang  covering  a  part  of  a  window,  the  West  School  is 
equipped  similarly  and  the  North  School  is  hardly  better 
off.  $50.00  would  probably  furnish  the  needed  equip- 
ment in  this  line. 

It  is  with  a  deep  appreciation  of  the  heartiest  co-opera- 
tion always  received  from  you  and  thanks  for  your  interest 
in  the  schools  that  this  report  is
